IN Of the Womes. : 3 
reafon' of the fibrous Roots of the Pla- 
centa, or After-burden, fpreading them- 
felves into the very Subftance of it. 

The Entry into the Cavity of the Womb 
is called its Mouth, and is fituate at the 
upper End of the Vagina or Sheath, and 
makes a {mall Protuberance, or rifing, in the 
Rooin of Lips, which refembles the Muzzle 
of a little Dog, or rather the Mouth of a 
Tench. 

The Cavity of the Womb next its inter- 
nal Orifice, being more contra¢ted than it is 
near its Bottom, is calledin Zyglifb, the 
Neck of the leffer Womb. 

The Surface of the Womb, without as 
well as on itsinfide, is unequal, and, among 
the Ruge or Wrinkles, open feveral fmalb 
Duéts or Pipes, which difcharge a glutinous

_ The Some Women are exceedingly afflifted

The Veinsceed: ‘The Veins and Arteries of the Womb 
and aite-ate Branches of the Hypogaftrick and {per- 
Sib the matick Veffels, whofe larger Ramifications 
* or Branches inofculate, or grow into one ano- 
ther; and when the Term of Accretion (or 
the Feetus’s being full grown) draws to @ 
Period, the Blood which was wont to be 
fpent in the Growth of the Child, being ac- 
cumulated or heaped together, diftends or 
ftretches the Veffels, and confequently breaks 
forth once a Morth at thofe of the Womb 5; 
and this by Reafon, that of all the Veins | 
of the Body which ftand perpendicular to 
the Horizon, thefe only are without Valves 
or Flaps. This Evacuation is called the 
Menftrua, or monthly Purgation, to which 
Men are likewife fubje@; but in them the 
redundant Humour paffes off by Urine, and 
fometimes by the Hemorrboidal Veins, which 
is called the Piles. 

The Nerves come from the Intercoftals, 
and from thofe which come from the Os 
Sacrum. Women with Child are frequently 
troubled with Vomitings, which are occafion- 
ed from an unufual Senfation given the- 
| ‘Nerves which pafs from the Stomach to the 
Womb; but after the firft Months, this Sen- 
fation becomes habitual to the Nerves, aie 
\ ¢ 
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the Vomiting ceafes: In like Manner is Sea- 
-Sicknefs occafion’d, for it is not from’ the 
‘Foulnefs of the Stomach that the Vomiting 
proceeds, but from the unufual Agitation or 
toffing of the Brain, from whence proceed 
Branches of Nerves to the Stomach, and 
therefore the Vomiting will (till this Mo- 
tion becomes habitual) continue, and there 
is no Cure forit. 1 have often wondered 
_ People fhould fend their Children, when out 
_ of Health, to Sea, thinking that Sort of 
Sicknefs will relieve them; when in Reality, 
it isno more than if you were to make them 
turn round about on Shore pretty quick, and 
it will have the fame Effect, barring fome 
Allowances for the Change of Air; and 
what Gall or yellow Matter is vomited up 
at Sea, is no more than what would happen 
on the Land, were you to continue the cir- 
cular Motion of the Body a confiderable 
-Time; nor is this yellow Humour (as they 
call it) any more than the Gall ftrained (by 
the violent Reachings to vomit) out of the 
Gall-bladder, and is as neceffary a Part of 
the Blood as any other. Indeed Vomiting 
(or efpecially thofe violent Reachings which 
happen to moft at their firft going to Sea) 
may be of fingular Service to thofe troubled | 
with Obftructions or Stoppages of the fecre- 
tory Dutts, by forcing the Glands to their 
proper Offices, and enlarging their Diame- 
ters..

I had a young Gentlewoman came for myA Cafe: 
Advice, who was married tooearly, bein 
only Fourteen Years old, and of {mall Sta- 
ture; fhe had mifcarried of fix Children, 
altho’ fhe had taken Medicines, and had the 
Advice of fome which ought to have known 
her Cafe better.. She was with Child when 
fhe came to me, and told me, fhe never 
fear’d being got with Child:at any Time 
after two Months from her Mifcarriages,. 
but how to carry it to Maturity fhe wanted 
to know of me. I think fhe faid fhe ufually 
-mifcarried about the fixth or feventh Month: 
She was healthful and ftrong, being, as well 
as her Husband, very defirous to have a 
living Child. i order’a her to be bled once 
every Month, to the Quantity of half a Pint, 
and obliged her to lie in Bed, or upona 
Couch, ‘till fhe judged herfelf at her full 
Time ; by which Means fhe bore a fine 
‘Boy, and feveral others fince. The Reafon 
of thefe Mifcarriages I took to be this s ‘the .” 
Gentlewoman’s being married fo young, and 
having Children fo foon'and frequent, made 
the Womb fo lax and flippery, efpecially the * 
Mouth of it, -that the Parts had no time to 3 
recover themfelves from their Relaxation, 
before fhe was with Child again; and fo 
when the Infant grew heavy, fhe mifcarried : 
But this Misfortune was prevented by the 
Method I prefcribed, for Reafons too plain 
for me to take the trouble of writing down, 
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The Spermatic or Seed-Veffels in Women 
are Four, (asin Men) ;_ they differ only in 
this, that they are fhorter, and that the 
Spermatic Artery makes feveral ‘Turnings 
and Windifgs as it goes down; {fo that it 
divides into two Branches, of which the 
{malleft goes to the Ovarium, or little Knot

-Ova, or Eggs, were of a dusky Green Co- 
our, and, upon boiling, would turn black- 
ith ; whereas thofe proper for Fecundity are 


clear and pellucid, and will become as the 


_ white of an Egg, when boil’d. When the 
-Cafe is thus, in my Opinion, the barren 


‘Woman cannot be made to bear; but there 
are undoubtedly a great many Obftacles 


_ which hinder Conception, may be removed

is ereéted, which, by its Fullnefs of Nerves, 
and exquifite Senfe, affords unfpeakabie | 
Delight: ‘The Glands of the Womb being 
-prefs’d by the neighbouring Parts, pour forth 

- a Liquor to facilitate and make ‘eafy the © 
‘Paffage of the Penis, or Man’s Yard, and 
to encreafe the Pleafure, the Neck of the 
Womb (or rather the Paffage to it) con- 
tra&ts and embraces clofely the Yard: The 
Fibres of the Womb contract igen: 
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and open its Mouth, which is at other Times 
clofely fhut, and this for the Reception of 
- the Man’s Seed. | 

The Branches of the Spermatic Artery, The Spe 
which run upon the Ligamenta lata, be- matic . 
tween the Ovaria and Tube Fallopiane, Y: 
being diftended with Blood, contraét and 
pull the Extremities of the Tubes to the 
Ovaria for carrying the Seed tothem: The 
Seed impregnates the Egg, which from be- 
ing tranfparent becomes opake or dark in 
Colour ; it is afterwards cover’d with a thick 
yellow Subftance, which preffes it on all 
Sides, and thrufts it out through a little 
Hole in its middle, fo it falls into the Orifice ae 
of one of the Tube Fallopiane, which dilates s 
fufficiently for its Paffage into the Womb. 
_ ‘There are other Notions about the man- 
_ner of Conception, but I think them fo wide 
of Truth, that I do not now take the Trouble 
of writing them downs; only this I cannot 
- omit taking Notice of, u/z. their imagining 
that the Seed is carried (by the Veins {pread 
abroad in the Vagina) into the Blood, -and 
that there it caufes a Fermentation, from 
which proceed all the common Symptoms of - 
Conception, as naufeating, €&c. but the Ef- 
fects of the Seed impregnating the Ova is 
‘explain’d from a much better Hyporhe/is ; 
- yet the many. and great Difficulties which 
attend the moft plaufible Account of the 
“firft Formation of the Parts of an Animal, 
‘and Beginning of Motion in its Fluids, and 
‘the curious Obfervations of many Perfons, — 
‘have been fufficient Motives to moft, of late 
“Years, to throw off the Notion of Eguivo- 
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cal Generation : But whether the Animal- — 
- cule was lodged in the Seed of the Male, 
f or the Female Ova, is matter of Controver-. 
|.» »» fy; and the Arguments on both Sides leave. 
this without Queftion, That the Female 
The Ani- Qyumis a proper Nidus for the Animalcule 
in the Male Seed; and there are fuch pro; 
_digious Numbers of little Creatures, like fo 
many Tadpoles, fwimming every way in the 
Male Sperm of all Animals, as is really a 
very amazing Sight. Nor is it lefs curious 
+ to obferve their languid Motion in fuch as 
are tainted with the Venereal Difeafe, or 
French Pox; and how they recover their 
former Brisknefs, as the Diftemper abates. 
From all which it may be judged, That 
thofe Children which are begotten when 
(efpecially the Father) has the French Dil- 
eae, will be fubjeGt to great Diforders of | 
~ the Blood. And I cannot help thinking but 
the King’s Fuil proceeds from Forefathers 
troubled. with the Pox, which is punifhing 
the Sins of the Fathers upon the Children, 
unto the third and fourth Generation, €9e.. 
‘The Animalcules are fo fmall as to be com- 
- puted, that three thoufand Million of them 
are not equal to one Grain of Sand, whofe 
e Diameter is but the hundredth Part of an 
“Inch. Whilft the Seed thus abounds with 
¥ ‘Animalcules, there are not the leaft Rudi- 
ments of an Animal to be feen in any Part 
of the Ovaria ; yet thefe likewife have a 
‘principal Part in Generation, for without 
‘them there is no Conception: .And in other - 
‘Creatures, when f{payed, or robb’d of thefe 
Eggs, they forget their ufual Defire of Co- 
_ -pulation, 
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_ pulation, asif thefe Ova were the only Spurs 
to Venery.- There is a yellow Subftance 
_ very remarkable in the Ovaria of Cows ‘a 
If all the Animalcules (as a great many Animal- — 
of them do) faften and grow to the Womb, cle. 
till fuch Time as by their Bignefs, or want 
‘of Nourifhment, they made one another 
_ dropoff, Women could not but be fenfible 
of their Evacuation; for they muft be falling 
off through the whole Time of their being 
with Child: But when the Animalcule gets 
“{nto an Ovum, or Egg, (fit to receive it) 
and that it falls through the Fallopian Tube 
into the Womb, the Humours which diftil 
through the Veffels of the Womb penetrat- 
ing the Coats of the Egg, fwell and dilate 
it, as the Sap of the Earth does Seeds thrown 
‘into the Ground ; or elfe the Branches of the 
Veins and Arteries, by which the Egg was 
tied in the Ovarium (which probably com- © 
pofe the umbilical Veffels, or Navel. String) 
being broken, faften with the Veffels of the 
Womb. Then the Placenta, or After-bur- 
_den, begins to appear like a little Cloud up- 
on one Side of the external Coat of the Egg ; 
_ and at the fame Time, the Spine of the 
Embryo, or back Bone of the Child, is grown 
fo big as to be vifible ; and a little after, 
the Cerebrum and Cerebellum, or the two 
Parts of the Brain, appear like {mall Blad- 
- ders, and next ftand the Eyes juft goggling 
out of the Head ; then the beating of the 
Heart, or Punfum Saliens, is plainly to be 
- feen ; and laft of all is form’d the Extremi- 
ties, or Arms, and lower Limbs. I might 
here defcribe the Parts which compofe (as 
ae well 
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well as the Ufe of) the Clitoris, Nympha, &e. 
but I fhall content myfelf with giving the 
Reader an Account of the Vagzza and Hy- 
men... By the Vagzza is meant all that long 
and large membranous Space from the Hy- 
men to the internal Orifice or Neck 5 it is 
called the Sheath, becaufe it ferves as fuch 
to the Man’s Yard, and guides it; as ina 
Furrow, to the internal Orifice, to the End 
that the Seed may the better be thrown into 
the Womb. 
The Vagina is of a membranous Sub- 
ftance, and full of Wrinkles, that it may 
the better ftretch and give a Paffage to the 
Child in the Birth: It will likewife dilate 
and contract itfelf, according as there is Ne- 
ceffity for fo doing, and the Wrinkles con- 
tribute to the Pleafure in Coition. It is. 
ftrongly faften’d with the Neck of the Blad- 
der before, and with the flraight Gut behind, 
from whence comes the Sympathy between 
thefe Parts. It fometimes happens, in dif- 
ficult and hard Labours, that the Membrane 
of the Yagiza and Reétumare torn, which oc- 
-cafions the Women’s Excrements to pa(s in- 
to the Vagiza againg her Will.. ~The Infide 
of the Vagina is very foft in Maids, but in 
Women who ufe much Copulation, it is 
more firm and hard; nay, in old Women, 
who have been given to much Venery, it is 
almoft Cartilaginous, or like a thin Griffle. 
There are a great many fmall Glands inthe ~ 
Vagina, called Lacune, which feparate a 
proper Liquor for keeping the Parts always © 
moift and flippery; and in the Aét of Co- 
pulation, this Liquor is feparated in fo great 
Abundance, 
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Abundance, that it is taken’for the Woman’s 
Seed, although there is not any fuch Thing. 
It would be endlefs to relate what Ariffotie, 
Galen, and other Authors have wrote, with 
relation to Women’s Seed ; but their Notions 
are conjeétural, and not founded on Reafon. 

We may be pretty fure that Women have 
‘no Semen or Seed, as Men. 


Thefe Glandule Lacune are the Seat of Glandule — 
a Gonorrhea, or Clap, in Women, -as the Lacuna, 


Proftaté are in Men; ‘and the Matter which 
flows away in that Diftemper, does not pro- 
ceed from the Body of the Womb, but from 
thefe Glands: So that I know by repeated _ 
Trials, that a Clap is as fafely cured by In- 
jection, 2s any other Way nay faferpineall 
Probability, for this Reafoh: The Medi- 
cines given in fuch Cafes by the Mouth, have 
all the Jong Round of the Blood’s Circula- 
tion to undergo, before they can come atthe 
proper Place defign’d them; nor can it be 
fuppofed there is any innate Quality in fuch 
Medicines, which could fix them dire€tly up- 
on thefe Glands, and cure the Diftemper; ’tis 
alla Jeft, and fit only to amufe the Credu- 
Jous and Vulgar: But by Inje&tion you apply 
the Remedy tothe very Part affected, which. 
Medicine has not (as the others muft have) 
undergone feveral Alterations, in mixing 
with the Blood, and pafling the Strainers. 
By this Method I have, in fixteen Years 
paft, cured at leaft a Hundred Perfons of 
both Sexes, which isa great deal in a modett 
Country Town. But I would be underftood 
to cure it by Injeétion, whilft the Diftemper 
is young, and in its Infancy; for after the 


Eyfchars, 
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Efchars, or Scabs, are form’d, and choak 
or block up the Mouths of the Glandule 
Lacun@e, and fo force the Venom into the 
Blood, this occafions the Grand Pox. In 
fuch Cafe, I would advife a thorow Saliva- 
tion, in which there is not the leaft Danger, 
if in skilful Hands. But leaft I fhould write 
a Treatife of the Cure of this loathfome 
Difeafe, inftead of a Difcourfe on Midwife- 
ry, [return to my prefent Subje@. 
The Hymen is a.-circular folding of the 
inner Membrane of the Vagina: It is per- 
forated in the Middle, that the monthly Par- 
gations may flow throughs; but in the firft 
Copulation, it is broke, and the Fibres con- 
tracting, form what we call Glandule Myr- 
tiformes, ox four little Excrefcences, or Ca- 
runcles, in the Shape of Myrtle-berries. I 
remember a Woman big with Child, in the 
Chamber of Midwitery, at the Hotel de 
Dieu, who had this Membrane very firm 
and entire, excepting the fmall Orifice or 
Hole in. the Middle. She told me, her 
Husband could never penetrate further in 
the Time of their Embraces ; notwithfland- 
ing which,. fhe was with Child, and near her 
Time. We fnipp’d it in funder with a pair 
of Sciffors, when fhe was in Labour. This 
fhews how dangerous it may prove for 
Maidens to meddle with edged Tools. .

But to give 
the Readers a full Defcription how this fo 
furprifing Evacuation is perform’d, andthe  - 
Reafon why the Blood burfts through the 
Uterine Veffels fooner than any other of the 
Blood Veffels, I fhould not be underftood 
by all of them ; nor would it be of any Ser- 
vice toa Midwife to know it: But I muft 
own, that without a thorough Knowledge of 
this Monthly Difcharge in every and each | 
Particular, very little Good will be found 
from the Prefcriptions of praétical Phyfici- 
ans, (as fome are idly term’d.) Indeed, 
moft Diforders of the Fair Sex proceed from 

a Fault,: in one kind or other, of this Eva- 
cuation, whether in Quantity or Quality ; 
and unlefs the Phyfician’s Judgment prove 
right, he may, inftead of taking away the 
Obftruction, bring on many and great In- 
conveniencies. I have, at this Trme, a4 Cafe, 
Account fent me (from Dr. Clemeztfon, ot 
Cockermouth, and I dare rely upon his 
Word,) of a Girl about three Years old, 
who has had, for feven Months paft, regular 
and periodical Difcharges of the Menfes 
every fix Weeks, without Inconvenience. I 
have likewife oblerved thefe periodical Eva- 
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cuations from feveral Parts of the Body, a 
by the Anus, by. the Hemorrhoidal, or Pil 
Veins, by the Navel, Noje, and frequent! 
by Wounds in the Limbs: But when Natur 
is thus vitiated, the whole Animal Oecome 
my mutt fuffer, and the Parts be unable t 
perform their vital Fun@tions. A Supprefi 


- on of the Menfes is eafily cured, though no 
_ always by Chalybiate Medicines. And 


have obferved very often, that Women unde 
my Care in Salivation by Unétion, have has 
a copious Flux of the Menftrua, which i 
moft undoubtedly procured by the Globule 
of Mercury entring the Blood, and addin; 
to the weight which makes the Momentum 
or Stroke, againft the Extremities of th 
Blood Veffels, greater: But the Reafon o 


the Uterine Veffels being broken by thi 
Ule of Chalybiate, or Steel. Medicines 


Mercury, or any other Subftance whicl 
adds to its Weight, is from their Contexture 
or Make. And firft, the Membrane, o: 
Covering on the Infide of the Womb, a. 
well as the Vagina, is very thin, and defti 


tute of Fat, fo that thefe Veffels are lef 


guarded than in other Parts, where they are 


inclofed with Mufcles and Fat. They like

sood ‘Temperament and in perfect Health, 
reverthelefs barren and unfruitful. 

In the firft Place, the Womb fhould be of 
i proper Stru€ture. and Make, according to 
he Defcription I have before given of it, 
that it fhould’be well difpofed, and that the 
Woman be at leaft of the Age of thirteen 
or fourteen Years, and at moft forty five 5 
altho’ fome (but very rarely) conceive fooner 
or later, according to their different Natures 
and Difpofitions:. That fhe be of good 
Temperament, indifferently fanguine, her 
monthly Courfes' laudable, and in proper 
Quantity, Quality, and Confiftence ; not eve- 
ry fifteen Days or three Weeks, but monthly. 
And I have often remarked, that Barrennels 
frequently proceeds from the Woman’s ha- 
ving her monthly Difcharges in too great 


Abundance, from whence I conceive the 


Womb becomes exceeding flippery and 
moift, and may be compared to wet marfhy

From the Signs of Fertility, we may e: 
fily judge of thofe’ of Sterility, which °

_ the Womb to fuch a Degree, that it canne

fture, fo that the Omenrum may fall back an 
leave the Neck of the Womb at Liberty 
Others imagine the internal Orifice, in Steri 
lity, to be obliquely pofited, and not in a di 
rect Line, fo that in fuch, a Man’s Labour i 
dott; but I believe this a rare Cafe.

This at firft Sight feems very good Rea- 
foning, but it will fail if we confider the al- 
moft innumerable Number of Diftempers 
incident and particularly applicable to the 
Fair Sex, which proceed from the Diforders 
of the Womb; and I dare fay, any Perfon 
may (if he pleafes to make a little Refle@i- 
on) be convinced, that more Men have

think any Woman fo eafy of Belief, as to. 
give Credit to a Man’s Judgment, who 
ftrives thus to impofe upon her Underftand- 
ing ; though I confefs I myfelf have known 


feveral Inftances in Phyfick, where fome of 


my Acquaintance have been guilty of im- 
pofing upon the weak Faith of their Pati- 
ents, by perfwading them into Diftempers. 
they, or even any of their Generation, were 
never fubje&t to, and by fuch Means get an: 


Opportunity to prefcribe Courfes. of Phyfick,, | 


only to enrich themfelves and the Apothe- 
caries, who frequently recommend them.. 
This is a fordid and bafe Pra€tice, although 
nothing is more common ;, and I do fincerely. 
declare, that during feventeen Years, (in

Icould proceed, and tell my Read- 
ers the juggling Tricks praétifed between 
fome Phyficians and their Friends the Apo- 
thecaries, but that it is foreign to this Work;

I do not think there can happen a Cafe,

| , : run 
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run the Hazard of the Child’s Life in Time 
of Delivery, befides this of a violent Flood- 
ing. Monfieur Mauriceau tells usa terrible 
and lamentable Story, faying, That at the 
Time he writ the Account, his Ink feem’d 
Blood to him, becaule of the Lofs he fu- 
flained by the Death of one and all his 
Sifters in this Way, for want of being deli 
vered while fhe had Strength. “The Mid- 
wife’s telling the Company that proper Pains 
would come on foon, and his being from 
Home at the Time his Sifter was in Labour, 
he believes, kept the poor Creature fo long 
in Sufpence, that he was only called upon 
when fhe was near expiring: And although 
~a very famous Man-Midwife had been fent 
for three Hours before him, who went away 
telling the Company fhe was a dead Wo- 
man, during which Time fhe ftill continued 
to Flood exceffively ; yet he delivered her of 
a living Child, which had the Benefit of 
Baptifm, ‘though his Sifter was fo far fpent, 
that fhe could not recover her Strength trom 
the Lols of fo much Blood, but died faint- 
ing.; which he, as well as al! the World, 
mutt believe might have been prevented, 
if the Midwife, or the Surgeon, who came 
firftt, had underftood their Bufinefs. : 
This Flooding was occafioned from a Fall 
his Sifter got upon her Knees, within about 
three Weeks of her Time, which, no doubt, 
had plucked the Placenta from the Bottom 
of the Womb, therefore the Café requised 
a fpeedy Delivery. He believes (without 
aggravating Matters) that his Sifter loft 
more than twenty Porringers of Blood, four

to have kept her alive, “till fhe might have 
recruited, becaufe fhe was a young and 
healthy Woman. 

_ Itis a damnable piece of Policy in fome,

them; and he is a Man of a mean and for- 
did Soul, who fears the Cenfure of the Vul- 
ar, when his Practice is founded on right 
Reafon and Experience.

and the Diftemper is to vanifh in the twink- 
ling of an Eye: I fay, this young Blade 
having read fomething about extracting 
Children by the Feet, fet to Work, got hold 
of the poor unfortunate Child by the Feet, 
but being in too great Hafte, pull’d away 
the Body, and left the Head behind in the 
Womb, which Nature (before I got there) 
eafed the poor Womanof. This wasa moft 
fad Affair, for fhe muft flood while the 
Head of the Infant remained, becaufe the 
Placenta would be loofed in extraéting the 
other Part of the Child; and I wonder that 
a Man, much more than I fhould doata 
Midwife, for being guilty of this grand 
Miftake. Indeed if the Child had been 
putrified, as I have feen fome, one, per- 
chance, might have play’d fucha Trick; but 
as the Child was living the Day of the De- 
livery, there is not the leaft Excufe.

menta Rotunda, or round Ligaments, which 
hold up the Womb, on either Side, towards 
the Loins; and this Relaxation may be 
brought about by a Fall, when a Woman is 
with Child: bur, I believe, it moftly pro- 
ceeds from the Woman’s being fubjeét to 
the Fluor albus, vulgarly called the Whites:

And as to the Woman’s Cafe, lately in the

tion, I believe a mere Bam and Invention, 
fuch as the pretended Occulift T-yl-r often 
‘amufes the Vulgar with; but this Gentle- 
man’s Knowledge I am about to fet in a 
much clearer Light than he feems to have 
done himfelf, (although he has taken a deal 
of Pains about it) in my Notes upon AL 
Maitrejan’s Treatife upon the Eyes, which 
invaluable Book I am now tranfcribing, and 
hope, in a fhort Time, to publifh. Et- 
suller, whom I juft quoted, goes on, and 
fays that, ‘* thofe who are feized with a 
“ Dropfy of the Womb, after Conception, 
“‘ the Fras, after fome Months, is thrown. 
“ out by Mifcarriage, and that after the 
‘s Flux of Water, the Women die.” ~ : 
But I have known feveral Women live 
after a copious Difcharge of Water from the 
Womb; yet I can’t fay fuch ever bore Chil-

How a Woman ought. to behave herfelf, 
when foe is at her Time, 


“A Woman with Child, who has happily 
been preferved from the Diforders I 
have already treated of, has nothing 
farther to do, than to keep herfelf as quiet 
and as free from Exercife as poffible ;. for 
though, as I faid before, a great many fa- 
mous (though very unskilful) Midwives or- 
der Women, when in their laft Month of 
Pregnancy, to ufe more Exercife than com- 
mon, as Riding upon a trotting Horfe, or a 
Coach in aroughRoad; I fay, fuchThings are 

_ exceeding dangerous; and though a Woman 
may get her Labour (after ufing fuch out-of- 
_the-way Dire€tions) very eafily over, yet the 
-Pra&tice is not fupported by Reafon: Nor is 
_Ariftotle’s Authority any Support to the 
~Cautfe, who tells us, in his fixth Chapter of 
bis 4th Book of the Generation of Animals, 
~'That thofe Women who are accuftomed to. 
_work hard, are better in Health when with 
~Child,: than fuch as lead fedentary Lives ; 
for this ought to be underftood with relation 
to the firft Months of Pregnancy, and fuch 
Exercife or Labour as is moderate and {uit- 
able to the prefent Condition of the Woman. 
By thefe Jaborious Exercifes, {uch as 

~- Riding a trotting Horfe,or in a jolting Coach, 
Jc. deveral dangerous Symptoms may be

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brought on; for by the violent Agitation 0 
the Body the Placenta may be loofen¢ 
from the Womb, and confequently the Wo:

‘The Fetus very often is by fuch Means 
fhaked into a Pofture contrary to what Na- 
ture defign’d ; and fometimes I have known 
the Womb of a Woman turned fideways, and

is, that I deliver’d her of three Children, 
two of which came rightly pofited, and the 
Body of the Womb at a proper Diftance from 
the lower part of the Bones of the Pelvis ;

Y a natural Delivery we cunderftand 
either an Emiffion, or Extraction of the 
"— Child (when the Woman is at her full 
Time) out of the Womb. This Definition 
may comprehend as well the natural Labour, 
which is accomplifhed by Emiffion, when the 
Fetus comes in a commodious Pofture, and 
that the Womb fends it forth without re- 
quiring much Affiftance; as well as that De- 
livery which is againft Nature, and which 
requires the Affiltance of a Surgeon, or ex- 
 perienced Midwife. 
“LT have, in my firft Book, explained and 
made fume Difin&tion between an Euxi- 
‘oz or Slip, which is when a Woman parts 
with what fhe had conceived in the firft 
“eight Days, before the Seed becomes form’d 
into the Shape cf a Child, or, properly {peak- 
ing, whilft the Fetws is in Embryo; and 
from this Time, to the End of the third 
“Month, a Woman often parts with falfe 
Conceptions, ‘which, if retained longer in 
“the Womb, turn to Moles, and may: there- 
‘fore be properly termed an Expulfion: And 
“if the Fetus be quite formed, tho’ only in 
Miniature, and expelled before the feventh

Purgations regularly, that 
makes her bear Children;,no,. fhe may have 
all the Requifites which may feem neceflary, 
and yet the Womb may be too moift, or of 
too cold a Nature and Difpofition, to retain 
the Man‘s Seed, though it may be of a pro- 
per Confiftence, and, enough prolific. In- 
deed there may be Faults.on both Sides, as 
being of too near a Temperament, or Con- 
flitution; but this may be remedied by en- 
creafing or diminifhing the Blood’s Velocity. 
I really believe at leaft twenty Women have 
(in my Time of Pra&tice) applied to me for 
fomething to make them conceive, and I do 
declare, upon the Faith of a Chriftian, I pre- 
fcribed them Medicines which had the wifh’d 
for Succefs, notwithftanding feveral of them 
had been Childlefs ten or twelve Years after 
Marriage, and fome of them fifteen ; and I 
only remember two in which it failed, which, 
perhaps, might be a Fault in the Husband ;

It is enough to know that the Blood is

whence it is carried by the afcending Cava 
into the right Ventricle of the Heart, which, 
in its Sy/tole, throws the Blood through the

the left Ventricle contraéts, the Blood forces.

You may obferve from hence, that the 
Blood does not, ina Fetus, circulate from_ 
the right Ventricle into the Lungs, and fo 
into the left, as it does when the Child has 
once breathed, which wonderful Mechanifm 
is abfolutely neceflary whilft it remains in 
the Womb.

Of Flooding in Child-Bed. 


Y Have elfewhere treated of Flooding where 
‘— it precedes Labour, and fhewed the 
~~ Means to be ufed in relation thereto: I 
fhall now lay down fome Rules to be obferved 
when this troublefome and dangerous Symp- 
tom happens to a Woman new!y delivered, 
or fome {mall Time afterwards. And firft, 
I fay, the Blood which flows in fo great 
Abundance proceeds from the Veffels to 
which the Secoudive or After-Burden (du- 
ring Pregnancy) was adherent; and the Dif- 
charge is in Proportion to the Thinnefs or 
Thicknefs of the Blood, or from a Plerho- 
ra or over-fullnefs of the Veffels, and fome- 
times from a long and tedious Labour. 
. Some Authors imagine it may proceed 
‘rom a rude or hafty pulling away of the 
After-Burden; and in my Opinion they 
have Reafon on their Side, for by fo doing, 
the Veffels, which were in fome Meafure 
inofculated into the Placenta, become more 
unguarded at their Extremities, by reafon 
of their being divefted of a fort of callous 
Subftance fo neceffary for retarding the 


Blood’s Efflux. — 
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Of Flooding in Child-Bed. 
T have often with Pleafure obferved this: 
Piece of Mechanifm in a Human Body, (and 
no doubt it is the fame in Brutes,) wz. if) 
there happen an Hxmorthage or Lofs of 
Blood from any Part of the Body, occafion’d 
by a Wound or Amputation, (provided the 
Veffels are not very large ;) I fay in this Cafe 
if Preffure be made by the Finger, or any 
other hard Body, againft the Extremity of 
the Blood-Veffel for a fmall Space of Time, 
the fame fhal! ftop the Bleeding without 
any other Application; and as our Bodies 
are no more than a Compofition of Fibres, 
and thefe, when divided, contraét themfelves 
towards their Origin, of Confequence the 
Diameter of the Tube muft leffen in Pro- 
portion to the Contraction ; and this Con- 
tration is very much aflifted by the callous 
Subfiance before fpoken of ; therefore I ad- 
vife Caution in taking away the Placeuta, I 
_mean let it not be pulled or torn away for- 
cibly, but leifurely and by degrees, . 
_ After the Placenta is brought away, the 
Womb mutt becleanfed (by the Midwife’s:

If thefe {mall Pimples are not venereal 
_ the Cure of them chiefly confifts in keeping 
the Nurfe to regular and cooling Diet, fhe 
muft deny her felf Wine and Spirituous Li- 
quors, which heat the Chyle (of which 
chiefly the Milk confifts, tho’ in this Par- 
ticular Authors do not agree.) The next 
thing is to wafh the Child’s Mouth with 
Barley and Rofe-waters mixed with a little 
Fuice of Lemon and Honey of Rofes, or Sy- 
rup of dried Rofes: Verjuice may do as 
well as Lemon Juice; a Itttle Linnen Rag 
‘faftened to the End of a {mall Stick, and 
dipped in the above Mixture, may be rubbed.

her much Harm, notwithftanding Authors 
are full of Chimera’s and bewildering’ No- 


tions about this Matter, as wellas the Nurfes 


both timorous and ignorant, which makes 


-fuch Tales fpread farther than juft Grounds 


will carry them. 

I muit here beg Leave to infert Dr. Har- 
vis’s Opinion of the Venereal Diftemper in 
Children, which (though I have a great Ve- 
neration for this Gentleman’s Writings) is in. 
my Thoughts one of the moft hafty in his 
whole Book de Morb. dif. He fays. 

“¢ Infants infected with this Diftemper by. 
“¢ fucking their Nurfes, though full of Spots, 
“¢ Poftules, and Ulcers, and fometimes 

“*¢ troubled with thofe noéturnal Pains, are 
“ the eafieft of allcured: And that with the 
“$¢ Powder of Sarfaparilla, which is almoft 
“ infipid, at leaft of no ungrateful Tatte, 
“ mixed with their Spoon-Meat, as is moft 
“*¢ convenient, with an Addition of a little 
* Powder of Yellow Saunders for the Sto- 
* mach’s Sake, with Purges at due Inter- 
‘st vals.5 and with this Method he fays he 
“ has reftored thofe of the moft tender Years 
“* to perfect Health, to his great Satisfaction.” 
Now I muft fay, that I-cannot altogether: 
aacquielce in Dr. Harris’s Notion ; for tho’ 
Sarfaparilla is, or rather has been, in much 
sae Efteem 
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Efteem for the Cure of the Vexereal Lues ; 
yet as it difcovers little, either in Tafte, 
Smell, or Tinéture, it may be juftly fufpec- 
ed to have gain’d fuch Efteem only as many 
other infipid Things have done, which are 
of no real Worth, namely, by their bearing 
a good Price, and being brought a great 
Way; fo that in my humble Opinion, this 
Drug, (though often found in the Extempo- 
raneous Prefcriptions of our Specific Moderns) 
is of no fuch fingular Benefit as they fondly 
imagine, and that the fame is profitable only 
to the Druggi/is. ! 

As to what Dr. Harris {ays about purging 
at due Intervals, I think it may be juft ; and 
perhaps this was what reftored the Children 
to Health, though he feems to lay all or moft 
of the Strefs upon the Sarfaparilla. 
 Monfieur Mauriceau widely differs. from Monfeur 
the learned Harris, with relation to the Ve- Mauri- 
wereal Lues in Infants; for this Gentleman cean’s 
fays, fuch a Diftemper is hard to cure in Opinion. 
Children, by reafon of the Feeblenefs of their 
Age, which hinders them from taking or 
fupporting the violent Remedies convenient 
for it, and therefore feemingly advifes only a 
palliative Cure; but to delay compleating it, 
till the Child be three or four Years old. 

‘I very much queftion whether it is poffible 
for a Child to be infe€ted, from fucking the 
Milk of a Nurfe troubled with the Venercal 
Hues: And although I can (while I write 
this Paragraph) fee the Fraternity fneer at 
it, yet I will undertake to argue and main- 
‘ain the Unreafonablenefs of fuch Suppofiti- 
ee ai Na “OR, 
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‘i on, againit any Perfon who fhall defire it of 
me, either in a publick or private Way. _ 
The lJaft mention’d Author advifes In-— 
unction, with a Mercurial Ointment, as the 
fafeft and moft effectual Remedy for the 
Cure of the French Pox in Children, and I 
am convinced that fuch Praétice is founded 
upon Reafon; for lhave cured, I may fay, at 
leaft ‘Ten or a Dozen {mall Children in my 
fixteen Years Practice, which were appa- 
rently afflicted with this loathfome Diftem- 
per from their Birth, by a Salivation raifed 
by Unétion, and continued for the Space of 
three Weeks, which I have perform’d fafely, 
and without any Inconvenience, only the 
Child. (during the neceffary Sorenefs of its.

EVER AL: Authors have given their 

Opinions about the Qualifications which 

are neceflary in a good Nurfe, but none 
of them I think have done it fo well as the: 
Author I have.very often quoted thro’ the 
precedent Pages, (viz.) Monfieur Mauriceau. 
This Gentleman tells us with good Reafon 
“That the.firft.and. principal Quality requi- 
“red ina, good Nurle is, Z hat fle be the cwit 
© Mother of the Child, as well becaufe of the 
mutual Agreement of their ‘Tempers, as, 
“that having. much more Love. for it, fhe 
‘* will be much» more careful than a hired. 
“ Nurle,, who ordinarily: loves her Nurfe- 
“Child. but with a feign’d and feeming. | 
St wa Loge, 
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| *¢ Love, having no other End or Foundati- — 
“on, but the Hope of the Recompence fhe © 
‘ expects for her Pains by a mercenary Hire. — 

- © Wherefore the true Mother, (tho’ not the — 
“* beftNurfe) fhould ever be preferr’d before 
“4 Stranger.” 

This is Mauriceau’s Opinion, tho’ by the 
Bye I don’t fee why (if every Woman muft 
nurfe her own Child) we need give our felves 
any Trouble in recommending a fit Perfon 
fora Nurfe. But becaufe there are feveral, 
who either will not, or thro’ fome Diforder 
cannor, nurfe their Children, I fliall give 
my Thoughts about this Matter in as brief a 
Manner as I poffibly can. 

Former Authors were much of a Belief, - 
that the Child fucks in the Temperament 
and Difpofition of its Nurfe; that is, the 
Vices both of the Nurfe’s Body and Mind 
are imprefs’d upon her Milk, infomuch that — 
the Child fhall become alike unto her; 
and the better to confirm this Notion they 
give us Inftances of young Lions being tamed 
by fucking domeftick Animals, fuch as Cows, 
Affes, Goats, &c. and that Dogs will grow 

_ fierce and voracious in a greater Degree, if 
they be brought up by Wolves. 

Now I muft freely own that I cannot ac- 
quiefce in this Opinion of the Ancients, fee- 

Bh. ing (like many more of their fimple Noti- 
i ons) it will not bear a Scrutiny, neither does 
xception. Experience in the leaft confirm it, any far- 
a ther than that fometimes the Child’s Hair | 
will grow red by fucking a red hair’d Wo- 
man, altho’ its Parents were of another Hue: 
And this indeed I have now and then ob- 
' ferved 
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ferved to be the Cafe: But for a Phyfician to’ 
argue that there is fo much to be attributed 
_tothe Milk, as moftofthem pretend, is much 
Folly and mere Quackery: Forthe Milk of 
the Mother is no more to the Child than. 
_ Earth to a Plant, (viz.) if it be good rich 
_ Ground the Plant thrives better; and fo on- 
the Contrary if the Ground is barren and: 
_unfruitful the Plant languifhes and perhaps 
dies: But then this Soil will not caufe an:

Child is a faft Liver, or that it came into 
the World foaked in Tokay, Burgusdy, ov 
‘what’s as bad, in Dregs of Ale and Punch, 
and that it was the Efe& of a Midnight’s 
Debauch. 

’ Notwithftanding what I have faid, I 
“would recommend a Nurfe of a ftrong Con- 
“ftitution and hilary Difpofition ; for if fhe is 


‘not pretty flrong and chearful, fhe will not 
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be able to tofs and play the Child about, 
which Sort of Exercife is neceffary to pre 
ferve it in Health and Vigour. ; 
In the next Place I fhould advife that her 
Milk fhould not be old, that is, not above 
three Months from the Birth of her own 
Child ; for the Milk is accounted richer and 
More nutritive when it is about this Age, al- 
tho’ many Children do well when nurfed by 
thofe who have given fuck a Year. : 
I cannot fee the Reafon why People fhould 
fancy, that if a Child fuck a Nurfe who 
happens to be with Child herfelf,. fuch Child 
will be difemper’d and out of Order a 
long Time afterwards. Indeed when a Wo. 
man who fuckles a Child, at the fame 
Time has another in her Womb, no doubt 
but the firft muft want a Supply of Nourifh- 
ment by reafon the minftrual Blood (or fo 
much of it as is neceflary) gocs towards 
nourifhing the Fetus in the Womb, and by 
how much the more this grows bigger, by. 
fo much the more does that fuffer ; not. by. 
reafon of any noxious Particles or hurtful 
Principles in the Milk itfelf, but becaufe ’tis.

| WhatAge As tothe Age of a Nurfe, I think if the 
_ aNurfe is between Twenty Five and Thirty Five the

_Thope I need not tell the Reader, that a 
ane fhould be cleanly and neat, that fhe 
fhould not be fubjeét to Breakings our, fuch 
as the Sich, Scurvy, or the like. But I 
think fome Authors go too far when they 
fay fhe fhould be of Parents who never had 
the Stone, Gout, falling Sicknels, &c. for 
[don’t think’ fuch Diftempers would affect 
the Child by fucking the Milk of the Wo- 
man fubject to them; but indeed one troub- 
led with the Epilepfy or falling Sicknefs is 
a very dangerous Nurfe, becaule the Child 
is not fafe in her Arms. 

_ Tam fatisfied that this Opinion of mine, a- 
bout an unhealthy Nurfe’s not affecting the 
Nurfe-Child, will meet with great Oppofition, 
becaufe as I have juft now remarked, (viz.) 
That Parents are averie to hear of their own 
Infirmities, and can fcarcely be brought into a 
Belief, that their Children inherit any here- 
ditary Diforder. But this is fo evident a 


Truth that I have many Times feen it verifi-» 


ed, particularly in Relation to the King’s Evil 
or Scrophulous Swellings of the Glands ; 
for, I have been often apply’d to by the Pa- 
rent in this Strain, to wit, Lord! Doctor, 
what fhall I do with my Child? He has got 
a Swelling under his Ear, and I can’t ima- 
gine how he fhould come by it; when, at

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Qualifications; and here I muft not pafs 
wer an Abfurdity of Monfieur Mauriceau’s, 
tho’ I would willingly impute it to the com- 
mon Fault of his Country, who are general- 
ly fo prolix and voluminous, that they fpoil 
the Argument with making too much ado 
about it. 

- This Author fays, “‘ That a Nurfe ought 
* to have a clear and free Pronunciation, 
“ that the Child may not learn any ill Accent 
** from her,” and in this I thoroughly agree 
with him ; but then he proceeds to tell us, 
* That this Impediment of Speech is moft 


*“common to red-hair’d Women, or thofe 


“ that are black-hair’d and have white Skins 5 
** for that their Milk is hot, fharp, and ftink- 
“ing.” Now as I have before faid fomething 
by Way of Recommendation of the red 
and black-hair’'d Women, to wit, That they 
are by Obfervation more fruitful than other 
Colours, fo I muft in juftice vindicate them 
from this vile and fcandalous Afperfion of 
their French Enemy, and yet I am not at

Eruptive Fevers, whole Cri/7s may be} 
expected by Breakings out in the Skin, (of 
which Kind are the Small-Pox, Meafles, a 
Scarlet Fever, a Fever with red Pimples, 
with white ones like Cryftal, a Fever call’d 
Milaris from the fmall Clufters of Erup- 
tions like Millet Seed) befides the Sym-— 
ptoms common to other Fevers, have this 
peculiar and proper to themfelves, to wit, 
a great Oppreffion of the Breaft, which is 
almoit the Pathoguomonick or infeparable 
and effential Sign of thefe Fevers; Na- 
ture’s Endeavour being to throw the morbi- 
fic Matter from the Center to the Circum- 
ference, which occafions the greateft Con- 
tefts and Tumults within; fuch as Anxiety 
about the Heart, and the greateft Opprefii- 
ons of the Breaft; but when the Eruption 
is once made, thefe dreadful Symptoms im- 
mediately vanifh. The like Oppreffion of 
the Breaft is the Fore-runner of a Cri/7s in 
other Fevers ; but in thefe it happens later, 
to wit, about the End of the Diftemper ; 
but in Lruptive Fevers not far from the Be- 
ginning,

Amongft the Pathognomonick Signs or 
symptoms of thefe Fevers, Morton (our own 
Sountryman) has enumerated the following, 
io wit, “ A weak and quick Pulfe ; ‘Refpis

* or Regions which contain the Ziver and 
* Spleez; Urine pale and thin; a Coma, 
© or otherwife ftubborn Watchings; Jum- 
* ping of the Tendons; fometimes violent 
* Convulfions, and fierce Deliriums; a 
‘ heavy Debility of the Eye Lids; Red- 
* nefs of the Eyes, a pricking Pain, and 
‘ involuntary Tears; an ulcerous Pain in

** perpetual troublefome Cough.” 

Dr. Friend, in his Hift. Med. p. 75. fays, 
“ That in an Ery/fipelas, the Small-Pox, 
 Meafles, and Scarlet Fever, if the Sym- 
** ptoms are vehement and very troublefome 
*¢ to the Head or the Lungs, or if the other 
« Parts be more than ordinarily afflicted 
© with Pain, it is advifable to Let-Blood ; 
“ and adds, that this may be fafely done.” 


_ Ihave feveral Times ordered Bleeding in 
the firft Stage of Eruptive Fevers very tuc- - 


cefsfully ; for the Eruptions have immedi- 
ately appear’d upon it, which could not be 
perform’d before, by reafon Nazzre was (as 
it were) over-burden’d with the morbid 
Matter; and I never obferved any ill Suc- 
cefs attend Bleeding when the Eruptions ap- 
pear’d, ifthe Fever ramhigh.

Of a Scarlet Fever. 


A Scarlet Fever appears at any Time of 
the Year, but moft commonly about Au- 
tum, affiGing Children more than others. 
They fhiver and fhake in the Beginning, as 
in other Fevers, but are not very fick: Afe 
terwards the whole Skin is, at {mall Dif 
tances, filled with little red Spots, growing 
larger and redder, but not fo uniform as in 
the Meafles; for two or three Days the 
Rednefs continues, and then vanifhes, leave- 
‘ing the Skin a little rough and {caly. 

The Cure is wholly to be left to Nature ; 
‘or, if there is Occafion for’ Medicines, it 
agrees entirely with the J/eafles. 

“© A Scarlet Fever, (lays Morton,) differs 
“not from the Mea/fles, excepting in the 
“Manner of the Efforefcence, or breaking 
“out of the Humours. It may be called 
** the Confluent Meafles. It requires the 
“ fame Regimen or Management, and alfo 
*€ the fame Method of Cure. Thé Efflore- 
** {cences in the Interftices (or Spaces be- 
“** twixt) of the Mea/fles, have a different 
** Figure, wz. oblong, quadrate, (or with 
** many Angies,) whence the Skin is of dif 
** ferent Colours; but ina Scarlet Fever the

black, and the Patient either dies, or falls 
into a very troublefome and dangerous Pe- 
ripueumony. : 

» Sylvius fays, “‘ that the Mea/fles are not

“ Phyfician, and one who has been long 
“ wverfed in Praétice; therefore it is much 
* better (ina dubious Matter) for a Phyfi- 
** cian to fufpend his Judgment, or to an-

_ This is a very good Remark of Sylvius 
de la Boe; for anfwering doubtfully, or cal- 
ling every Diftemper dangerous which is not 
in its own Nature fuch, makes many a Man 
famous, and very much commended by the 
Vulgar, who know no other Way of judging 
but as the learned Doétor informs them.

it is a common Saying, that there is one 
Sort of Small-Pox (which I fuppofe is the 
Diftin&) wherein no Phyfician can kill, and 
another (meaning the copfluent Kind of 
Flux-Pox, by the common People call’d the 
White-Hives) wherein no Phyfician can be 
of Service; yet in my humble Opinion this 
is an odd Way of judging: For if a Phyfici- 
an is of Service in any Kind. of Fever, he 
muft be inthis, which is the worft Sort 
that 
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that happens in our Climate, being next. 
to the Plague or Peftilential Fever fo 
‘common amongft the Zurks at Conftan- 
tinople, and elfewhere in the Grand Secig-
